CHICAGO, Juno 15,—Tho greatest break in 


wheat in the history ot tho Chicago Board of 
Trade, occurred 
Tuesday morning, Juno 


wheat selling at $2 cents, a break of 10,Hf 
cents. Before tho board opened rumors '' H'O 
prevalent that at a secret meeting Banker 
Wiltshire of Cincinnati, who is alleged to 
have furnished the money in tlio great cor- 
ner, had announced to his brokers that no 
more money could bo put up on margins. 
These rumors aro said to havo readied tho 
ears of 3s". B. Ream, Billy Linn, and C. W. 
-Uroga & Co., for no sooner had tho board 
opened this morning than tho above, firms 
had a dozen 
brokers 
in tho pit. 
The 


first bid made for May wheat wns SI 
cents, 
snd 
six 
minutes 
later 
wheat 


dropped to 
7'J 
cents, a difference of 


4% cents from the closing price last night. 
Such a scurrying o£ brokers and messengers 
is seldom seen. They rushed in and out of 
tho big room hatless nnd out of breath, some 
to unload -wheat and others to got instruc- 
tions. 
Within an hour millions of bushels 


wero sold by the clique. Tho brokers su]> 
posed to be running the corner began by bid- 
ding 90 cents, while the. opposition woro offer- 
ing wheat at 6C>i;. A few minutes after 11 
o'clock Murray Nelson approached President 
Wright nnd made application for tho marg- 
inal price of Juno wheat to bo fixed, 
Mr. 


Wright replied that tho matter would bo 
considered 
at a meeting to bo hold later. 


While tlio above conversation 
wns going 


on tho alleged clique brokers woro selling 
July wheat against tlio cash wheat they had 
been carrying. The excitement increased as 
tiio hands of the indicator advanced to 7S% 
and then dropped to Tb. A minuto later tlie 
hands pointed to "%, a. drop of C cents, aud 
tho shorts woro wild. All sorts of oxtrava- 
gants bids were made, but very few wero ac- 
cepted. Tho bids fluctuated between 77}<f<: 
and 77c until the big bell on tho tower 
struck 12, then the imiieaLor showed that a 
salohad boon mode at Tij%< 
-, when thu crowd 


wero wild. Staid old brokers and commis- 
sion men rail around, breathless with excite- 
ment.

Tho IS'ow York market was but a re- 
flex of that of Chicago, and tlio most intense 
interest was manifested.

A friend in 
need had come to tho rescue and the excite- 
ment was allayed. The result was a recovery 
of S cents in J line prices, and a marked ad- 
vanco In J tily before 11 o'clock. The wheat 
market was even moro excited in tho aftor- 
nooii than In tho moniins. About noon tho 
report was received that Rosontlml & Co., 
the head and front o£ tho Chicago crowd had 
foiled, whilo all sorts of rumors wero cur- 
rent concerning other supposed members o( 
tho clique. Tho wheat pit was crowded all 
day, and the utmost fovcrishness existed from 
tho opening to thu close, for no ono knew 
how soon or unexpectedly the Chicago dis- 
aster might affect the New York market dis- 
astrously. It is considered remarkable that 
even a greater decline in prices hero was not 
occasioned. Ono cause of tho comparative 
steadiness at this point was doubtless duo to 
tho action of lovel-headed brokers, led by 
Clews & Co., who during tho da}p sustained 
the market, by heavy purchases. Thero is 
no apprehension of serious trouble to any 
New York house.
